“This bill is so prohibitive and 
undemocratic,” President Mer- 
cante asserted, “that tree educa- 
tion will be hamstrung.

California Junior College Stu- 
dent Government Conference pre- 
sented a united front against the 
Tenney bills last Saturday when 
they unanimously ratified a reso- 
lution affirming their faith in 
both their teachers and in the 
principle of unfettered instruc- 
tion. 

The conference is to be com-’ 
mended for their unanimous 
stand against the bills that would 
deprive students of free unregi- 

. Mented public instruction in the 
state of California. 

_ With one bill, Senator Tenney 
would put a stop to the teaching 
of all controversial subject mat- 
ter. There is not a subject now 
taught in a California school 
that is not. controversial. 

This bill would also make it 
unlawful to. use or distribute 
Propaganda material in a state 
supported school: Any text book 
or reference not answering ‘to 
the requirements of the body pol- 
itic behind this bill could be de- 
fined as propaganda. This move 
could easily result in a wholesale 
book-burning purge throughout 
the state. 

Another measure. would re- 
strict instruction in sex and mar- 
riage to an individual consulta- 
tion between physician and pa- 
tient basis. This would greatly 
limit the education of students in 
a subject which directly affects 
the happiness of every individ- 
ual and the stability of our soci- 
ety. ae 

This bill is a direct stab at the 
honesty, loyalty, and competency 
of the members of. the teaching 
profession. The bill implies that 
the teachers of this state are in- 
efficient, and are not capable of 
carrying out the duties of their 
proud profession. 

The people of California, in the 
last election, voted legislation de- 
signed to make the teaching pro- 
fession more desirable. Yet, in 
this one bill a representative of

When asked about the colleges 
in the Philippines, Miss Morales 
stated that there were very few 
books, and educational facilities 
in the Filipino universities. She 
is greatly impressed by the abun- 
dance of educational equipment 
in America in contrast to that 
of the Philippines, where every- 
thing is in ruins after the Japa- 
nese invasion. 

Miss Morales hopes to gradu- 
ate from the junior college and 
return to her home again and put 
her commercial training to good 
use.
